ALBUQUERQUE,  N.  M.— The 
Western  Athletic  Conference  has  a 
new  football  power.  Brigham  Young 
University’s  Cougars,  long  a league 
doormat,  emerged  as  undisputed 
WAC  champs  with  a convincing  42- 
8 triumph  over  New  Mexico  last 
Saturday  at  Albuquerque. 

CONFERENCE  grid  squads  will 
have  to  find  another  team  to  wipe 
their  feet  on.  The  Cougars  in  win- 
ning their  first  league  title  in  mod- 
ern history,  surprised  everybody  by 
winning  three  out  of  four  Confer- 
ence games  on  the  road  besides 
downing  Utah  at  home. 

A loss  to  Wyoming  in  a Laramie 
Homecoming  contest  was  the  one 
blemish  on  BYU’s  1965  league  re- 
cord. 

AT  THE  BEGINNING  of  the  sea- 
son, the  only  thing  the  “experts” 
could  agree  on  was  that  the  Cou- 
gars from  Provo  would  finish  dead 
last  in  the  Conference. 

But  Coach  Tommy  Hudspeth,  in 
his  second  year  as  head  mentor 
of  BYU’s  football  fortunes,  com- 
pletely upset  preseason  predictions 
that  Wyoming  would  take  the  title, 
battled  closely  by  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona. 

THE  "MUST"  victory  over  the 
Lobos  gave  the  Cougars  the  league 
crown  with  a 4-1  Conference  mark, 
and  amazing  Arizona  State  with  a 
3-1  record  was  runner-up,  followed 
by  the  Cowboys  at  3-2. 

New  Mexico,  finishing  the  season 
out  of  first  place  for  the  first  time 
in  the  three-year  history  of  the 
WAC,  was  fourth  at  2-3,  and  Utah

tory  could  only  partially  erase. 

BRIGHAM  YOUNG  University 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  con- 
sidered the  possibility  of  cancelling 
the  contest,  but,  in  his  words,  “If 
it  would  have  mitigated  the  grief 
of  their  families  and  friends,  we 
would  have  postponed  the  game, 
but  we  know  those  who  perished 
would  have  wanted  us  to  play.” 

That  was  the  sentiment  of  Mrs. 
Betsy  Probert,  wife  of  former  BYU 
all-conference  end,  Dr.  Marion  Pro- 
bert, who  was  a victim  of  the  fatal 
accident.  Mrs.  Probert  sent  a tele- 
gram to  Coach  Tom  Hudspeth  tell- 
ing of  her  husbands’  lifelong  antici- 
pation of  the  BYU  football  champ- 
ionship. 

THE  VICTORY  will  go  on  the 
books  as  a victory  for  the  BYU, 
gridders,  but  was  dedicated  to  their 
fans  who  were  unable  to  witness  the 
long-awaited  championship. 

Pride  was  another  emotion  pre- 
valent in  Albuquerque.  The  Cougar 
gridders  were  not  supposed  to  ac- 
complish much  in  1965  with  their 
toughest  schedule  ever.  They  won 


the  Conference  crown  the  hard  way 
—on  road— bagging  three  of  their 
four  league  wins  away  from  home. 

"I  HAVEN'T  words  to  describe 
how  proud  I am  of  our  boys,  of 
how  they’ve  come  through  this 
year,”  beamed  Coach  Hudspeth 
following  an  after-game  shower  as 
he  sat  wringing  wet  in  his  suit.  “I 
can’t  say  enough  for  them.” 

“We  put  our  whole  game  together 
for  the  first  time  today,”  he  con- 
tinued, “and  I have  to  admit  I even 
lost  count  of  the  score.” 

NEW  MEXICO  fans-the  few  who 
showed  up— would  like  to  forget, 
too.  With  the  Couagrs  in  front  35-8 
with  8:50  gone  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
the  Lobo  fans  streamed  from  the 
stadium.  , 

The  6-4  season  was  BYU’s  best 
since  1958,  when  it  had  an  identical 
record.  Conversely,  New  Mexico’s 
3-7  record  is  it’s  worst  since  the  2-8 
mark  in  1955. 

JUNIOR  QUARTERBACK  Virgil

was  abroad  the  United  727  that 
crashed  about  a fortnight  ago.  He 
is  reported  in  satisfactory  condi- 
tion at  LDS  Hospital. 

FROM  THE  wreckage  shown,  it 
appeared  that  the  plane  struck  the 
top  of  a 300-ft.  hill,  sailed  across 
a valley  near  Camp  Williams  and 
finally  plowed  into  the  hill.  It  ap- 
parently exploded  and  burned  im- 
mediately after  it  came  to  rest,  and
